THREE DEEP 

HREE DEEP is a game that is 

getting more and more popuetar 
every day and is now widely used in 
playground work, for besides being 
lots of fun, it affords valuable train- 
ing in quickness. All but of 
the players form a double ring, fac- 
ing the center—that is, they form 
two circles, with each player in the 
outer circle standing directly be- 
hind some one in the inner 
One of the odd players is the runner 
and the other the chaser.
